Conditions  of  Business 


Conditions  mainly  concerning 
buyers 

1  The  buyer 

'I’lie  highest  bidder  shall  he  the  buyer  at  the  ‘hammer  priee’  and 
any  dispute  shall  he  settled  at  the  auctioneer’s  absolute  dis- 
eretion.  ['"very  bidder  shall  be  deemed  to  aet  as  prineipal  unless 
there  is  in  force  a  written  aeknowledgement  by  liuckland  l)ix  & 
Wood  that  he  acts  as  agent  on  behalf  of  a  named  prineipal. 

2  Minimum  increment 

The  auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  any  bid  which  does 
not  exceed  the  previous  bid  by  at  least  5  percent  or  by  such 
other  proportion  as  the  auctioneer  shall  in  his  absolute  dis¬ 
cretion  direct. 

3  The  premium 

The  buyer  shall  pay  to  Huckland  Dix  &  Wood  a  premium  of 
1  1 .75%  on  the  ‘hammer  price’  inclusive  of  Value  Added  Tax  at 
the  standard  rate  on  the  premium  and  agrees  that  Buckland  Dix

4  Value  Added  Tax  (VAT) 

Lots  on  which  Value  Added  Tax  is  payable  by  the  buyer  on  the

Value  Added  Tax,  the  rates  of  which  are  subject  to  alteration  by 
law,  is  payable  at  the  rates  prevailing  on  the  day  of  the  auction. 

5  Payment 

Immediately  a  lot  is  sold  the  buyer  shall: — 

(a)  give  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  his  name  and  address  and,  if

8  Collection  of  purchases 

'I’he  ownership  of  the  lot  purchased  shall  not  pass  to  the  buyer 
until  he  has  made  payment  in  full  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  of 
the  ‘total  amount  due’. 

9  (a)  The  buyer  shall  at  his  own  expense  take  away  the  lot 
purchased  not  later  than  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the 
auction  but  (unless  credit  terms  have  been  agreed  in  accordance 
with  Condition  7)  not  before  payment  to  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood  of  the  ‘total  amount  due’. 

(b)  I'he  buyer  shall  be  responsible  for  any  removal,  storage  and 
insurance  charges  on  any  lot  not  taken  away  whthin  5  working 
days  after  the  day  of  the  auction.

10  Buyers  responsibilities  for  Lots  purchased 
The  buyer  will  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damage  to  lots 
purchased  from  the  time  of  collection  or  the  expiry  of  5  working 
days  after  the  day  of  the  auction,  whichever  is  the  sooner,  and 
neither  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  nor  its  servants  or  agents  shall 
thereafter  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  any  kind, 
whether  caused  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  while  any  lot  is  in 
its  custody  or  under  its  control.

to  any  other  rights  it  may  have,  be  entitled  to  exercise  one  or 
more  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: — 

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of 
contract; 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the 
defaulting  buyer  at  the  same  or  any  other  auction. 

(c)  to  re-sell  the  lot  or  cause  it  to  be  re-sold  by  public  auction  or 
private  sale  and  the  defaulting  buyer  shall  pay  to  Buckland  Dix 
&  Wood  any  resulting  deficiency  in  the  ‘total  amount  due’  (after 
deduction  of  any  part  payment  and  addition  of  re-sale  costs) 
and  any  surplus  shall  belong  to  the  seller. 

(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the 
defaulting  buyer  and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either  at  Buckland 
Dix  &  Wood  premises  or  elsewhere;

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the  sale  was  in 
accordance  with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars 
and  experts  or  fairly  indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such 
opinion;  or 


(ii)  the  only  method  ol  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of 
the  catalogue  that  the  lot  w'as  a  ‘deliberate  forgery’  was  by 
means  ol  scientific  processes  not  generally  accepted  for  use 
until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a  process  which  was 
unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer’s  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any 
amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss 
of  damage  suffered  or  expense  incurred  by  him. 

(d)  'Bhe  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and 
shall  rest  solely  and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be  and  only  be  the  person  to 
whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold. 


Conditions  mainly  concerning 
sellers  and  consignors 

13  Warranty  of  Title  and  Availabihy 

The  seller  warrants  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  and  to  the  buyer 
that  he  is  the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly 
authorised  to  sell  the  property  by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to 
transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the  property  free  from  any 
third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the 
part  of  the  seller. 

14  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve 
on  any  lot,  being  the  minimum  ‘hammer  price’  at  which  that  lot 
may  be  treated  as  sold.  A  reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall 
not  bechanged  without  the  consent  of  Buckland  b)ix  &  Wood. 
Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  may  at  their  option  sell  at  a  ‘hammer 
price’  below  the  reserve  but  in  any  such  cases  the  sale  proceeds 
to  which  the  seller  is  entitled  shall  be  the  same  as  they  would 
have  been  had  the  sale  been  at  the  reserve.

17  Payment  of  Sale  Proceeds 

Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  remit  the  ‘sale  proceeds’  to  the 
seller  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction,  but  if  by  that  date 
Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  has  not  received  the  ‘total  amount  due’ 
from  the  buyer  then  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  will  remit  the  ‘sale 
proceeds’  within  five  working  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
‘total  amount  due’  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms 
have  been  agreed  between  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  and  the 
buyer,  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  remit  to  the  seller  the  sale 
proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction  unless  other¬ 
wise  agreed  by  the  seller. 


18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  the  ‘total 
amount  due’  within  3  weeks  after  the  auction,  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood  will  endeavour  to  notify  the  seller  and  take  the  seller’s 
instructions  as  to  the  appropriate  course  of  action  and,  so  far  as 
in  Buckland  Dix  &  W ood’s  opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist  the 
seller  to  recover  the  ‘total  amount  due’  from  the  buyer.
